WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING. 


To UC. A. Richardson, a Constable in the Town of Green- 

wood in the County of Oxford. 
GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of said Greenwood, qualified by 
law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall at Locke’s 
Mills village, in said town, on the second day of March, 1908, at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to 
wit: 

Article 1st. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2d. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8d. To see if the town will accept the reports of the 
town officers. 

Art. 4th. To choose selectmen, assessors and overseers of the 
poor for the ensuing year. 

Art. 5th. To choose a road commissioner or commissioners for 
the ensuing year and to fix their pay. 

Art. 6th. To choose one member of the superintending school 
committee. 

Art 7th. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 8th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise in addition to the amount raised last year, to build Johnny’s 
Bridge, (so called), and make such improvements on the adjacent 
roadway as are necessary. 

Art. 9th. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote ta 
raise to rebuild the house on the town farm, or otherwise. 


Art. 10th. To see if the town will vote to raise a suflicient. 
sum of money to raise the roof of school-house in District Num- 
ber 10, and finish and furnish another school-room so as to main- 
tain a graded school in said building, or otherwise. 
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Art. 11th. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
building a town hall and appropriate money for same. 


Art. 12th. To see what sum of money the town will appro- 
priate towards exterminating the brown-tail and gypsy moths. 


Art. 13th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of soldiers the ensuing year. 


Art. 14th. To see what discount the town will vote to make 
on all taxes paid before a certain date and to fix that date. 


Art. 15th. To seeif the town will vote to charge interest on 
all taxes remaining unpaid at a certain date and to fix that date. 


Art. 16th. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums 
of money as may be necessary for the maintenance and support 
of schools and the poor and to defray all other town charges for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 17th. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” upon 
the adoption of the provisions of Chapter 112 of the Public 
Laws of Maine for the year 1907 relating to the appropriation of 
money necessary to entitle to town to State aid for highways for 
the year 1908. 


Art. 18th. To see if the town will raise, appropriate and set 
aside, for the permanent improvement of the main highways 
within the town, such sum of money as is contemplated and di- 
rected by Section 5 of Chapter 112 of the Public Laws of Maine 
for the year 1907, being the sum of $45.50. 


Art. 19th. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for building and repairing roads and bridges for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 20th. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for breaking roads for the Winter of 1907-08. 


Art. 21st. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for paying interest on school fund for the ensuing year. 


Art. 22d. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise to purchase to purchase school books for the ensuing year. 


Art. 23d. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for repairs on school-houses and for the purchase of applian- 
ces for the ensuing year.

Art. 24th. To see what sum of money the town will grant and 
raise for the Free High School fund. 


Art. 25th. To see what sum of money the town will vote, if 
any, for Memorial Day.
